Although the survey, conducted 
for a coaches committee headed by 
Dr. Marvin A. (Mai Stevens, for­ 
mer head coach at Yale, showed 
that the natural hazards of the 
game still were (he major cause of 
all accidents, many of the most 
severe injuries and 27.8 per cent 
of the total could have been avoid­ 
ed by closer attention to playing 
fields, coaching and the players’ 
condition. 
One hundred and seventeen col­ 
leges In 38 .states and with football

aggregating 7,084 
players, 
cooperated in the survey for a good 
cross-section of the college game. 
The “preventable” injuries East­ 
wood listed under three headings: 
Those due to administrative control, 
such as inadequate coaching, poor 
playing fields, 17.7 per cent: train­ 
ing controls, such as fatigue, care­ 
lessness, etc., 4.9 per cent; physical 
condition, 5.2 per cent. 
F-'om a study of these accidents 
he d"'ew the following conclusions:

7. A complete medical examina 
tion

fewest accidents and days lost. 
Of the 653 injuries wbJch were 
possible of classification as to how 
received 
Eastw'ood found that the 
largest number. 204, were incurred 
w'hile the player was blocking 
attempting to block another player. 
154 were incur ed in tackling. 119 by 
the player who was blocked, 72 by 
defensive linemen, 60 in line plung­ 
ing and 44 by players tackled. 
Head concussions, the most dan­ 
gerous of all the injuries, were in­ 
curred only in blocking and w’hiie

from one who until recently sat in 
the iunnermost circles of the elusue 
John Dillinger gang of killers that 
any attemr*t to arrest the despera­ 
does would b e met b y a b attle to 
the d^ath. 
The informant was Edward Shouse
